HIS KRAG SPOKE VERY PLAINLY 


When • Filipino Was About to Drop Him and 


the Volunteer Revolutionist Promptly 


Chanted His Mind. 


[SPECIAL CORBESPOSDEXCE.] 


SAN CARLOS, P. I., Jan. 2'. —I have 


been in another engagement. 
It did 


not last long, yet long enough to kill 
two and wound four of what we call 
Ladrones, but who call themselves 
volunteer guerilla revolutionists. 
I 


happened to be a volunteer myself 
that night or rather morning, it was 
this way. 


The native who works for me in the 


department 
canteen came over to 


this office about 9:15 o'clock the even- 
ing of January 17 with a note from 
the president. 
It was written in 


Spanish,'and said he would like to 
have ten soldiers to accompany eight 
native policemen to a barrio at two 
o'clock the next morning to capture a 
band of armed Ladrones. I went to 
see the president, and on the way the 
canteen boy told me not to tell the 
police or soldiers about it as the presi- 
dent did not want it known. I talked 
to the president quite a while, and 
learned that a very reliable old Filip 
ino had notified him of the presence 
of Ladrones in the barrio of Balaya 
about four miles from here. 
When I 


returned I volunteered to go with'the 
detail, and being ttie ranking corporal 
the 
sergeant wanted me to take 


chaige.but I did not care to volunteer 


jadrones seemed to have gathered 
Tfiey stood it very well for a time.but 
icon began to howl and beg for mercy. 
lo I ordered the men to cease firing, 
and told the police to tell them we 
would tire no more if'they would hand 
ever their guns 
They replied they 


could not as two of them were dying. 
So two of the fellows went into the 
louse an 3 tossed them out of the win- 
dow as fast as possible, one on top of 
the other. 


They were a sight. Shot to pieces 


and covered with blood they present- 
ed anything but an edifying spectacle. 
Next came four guns, all hot from the 
rapid fire kept up by the men who 
handled them. The Mauser I spoke 
of was loaded and cocked ready for the 
anger of the man who expected to 
pull the trigger. 


We searched the house and found a 


large number of papers dealing with 
the organization and movements of 
the First Flying Division of Guerilla 
Revolutionists. Then we moved the 
dead one and five wounded from the 
house, and burned 
the structure 


together with two others. I went 
with two men amTthe police to the 
next barrio where we secured two 
bull carts. When I returned I found 
two Ladrones dead but the other four 
wanted to live a little longer. One of 
our fellows was helping a Filipino to 
bind up his wounds. The dead were 
thrown into one cart and the wound- 
ed were gently placed in the other. 
Then we took .up the journey back 
with two good volunteer guerillas and 
four bad ones, ten guns in fine condi- 
tion and 200 rounds of ammunition as 
the result of the night's work. 


Upon arriving at San Carlos two 


hours and a half later I telegraphed

to take another man's chances for 
reputation, although I was almost 
sure we would find them. 


We left at two o'clock in the morn 


ing, and just at daybreak we reached 
the barrio. We passed the first house 
and had a lively time at the two hous 
es beyond, throwing natives out anc 
knocking the breath out of them a 
fast as they touched the ground. -On 
fellow, after'>he had -recovered hi 
breath, told the police to go back to 
*be4rst*iouse;,-aQ6>aw«y-<-w«-^fnt a 
hard as we could run. "Things hap 
pened after that in a wild rusfi of 
rapid confusion. 
' The first I remember looking back 
at the scene now was joining the oth- 
ers in a wild attack on the fence, tear- 
ing it down, while the insurgents, I 
don't know where they came from, 
were scrambling into the bouse. Each 
endeavored to grab a gun from the 
porch as he passed. 
Two succeeded, 


and one was almost in when a soldier 
shot him through the back. He fell 
out of the window through which he 
was climbing. 


The leader jumped off the porch in 


time to be .knocked on the head with 
the butt of a gun, and before we were 
through with him he had received 
other thumps on the cranium, enough 
to disqualify him for action during 
the next few minutes. Then we tried 
to get the rest of them out of the 
house, but they refused to come and 
persisted in firing in our direction. 
They did not judge our position well, 
and we escaped injury. One fellow load- 
ed his Mauser and was about to drop 
me when my Krag-Jorgensun happen- 
ed to speak. He changed his mind. We 
fired no less than 80 shots into the 
the house, and the majority from my 
rifle went into the corner where four

the commanding officer. 
In 40 min- 


utes he was here with a long extend- 
ed smile, and when he caught my 
hand to congratulate me on the affair 
I thought he would crush it. He was 
tickled. Of course he had to go to see 
the spot and burn some more 'houses. 
In his official report he mentions Cor- 
poral Riggs as being in command of 
the patrol, and gives us all credit for 
an engagement which will appear on 
our discharge papers. 


We got some very important papers 


and have some very, badly woundejJ 
prisoners in the guard house now. The 
fellow who was hit on the head arid 
who at first declared he did npt'under- 
stand a word of Spanish, opened up 
today and told the interpreter and 
myself that his name was Festacio 
Domingo instead of something else as 
he had given it. He said he was the 
commandant of a company of gueril- 
las. He wrote a val uable com m un ica- 
tion to Lieutenant Waldo today tell- 
ing he would have the rest of his 
company, ten men, turn over their 
guns in a, few days and would endeav- 
or to have others do likewise. He is 
trying to save his neck and he must 
work hard if he expects to succeed. 
He will be in luck if he saves his life 
at all. 


I received a kodak at. Dagupan and 


will take a picture of this fellow. As 
he says, "Just as soon as my head is 
better and I get a coat and hat." He 
is proud and would not let me take 
his picture today.

Shamokin, Pa.. March 19.—A crtote 


to at hand in the anthracite situation, 
and unless the operators yield to the 
demands of the miners it .is generally 
believed a strike will ensue. -Secre- 
tary George Hartleln of District No. 9 
of the United Mine Workers, and who 
will vote at the forthcoming caucus of 
the natt3nal and executive boards te 
decide on a course to pursue if the 
operators do not meet the miners' rep- 
resentatives, has returned from Hazle- 
ton.

taken place among miners. "It will be 
a fight to the bitter end," he declared. 
"The operators do not have to meet 
the men before April 1. If they say 
they will confer with the miners at 
any time later and give them a guar- 
antee to that effect, the strike will not 
be declared April 1. When the order 
for a strike comes every colliery in 
the region w-ill be closed. The men 
are a unit on the subject." 


President Mitchell stated that If it 


becomes necessary to order a strike 
the new law passed at Indianapolis 
convention, regarding the consent of 
all the district presidents being neces- 
sary before a strike could be ordered, 
does not apply in this instance. He 
said it only applies to a general strike, 
and that the strike of the anthracite 
miners would be considered local.
